hold of their hands and compel them 
to yield up the secret of the hiding 
place of some object which they had 
hidden in an attem pt to illustrate 
his powers of finding hidden arti­ 
cles 
merely by the translation 
of 
their muscular movements, showed 
how powerful an influence the snap­ 
ping of the fingers has in compell­ 
ing mental concentration on some 
thought that the performer would 
impress on his subjects. While there
